EXPLORER AND TWO OTHERS 


FOUND STARVED TO DEATH 


Bodies of John Hornby and Nephews Discov- 
ered After Two Years in Barren Land 
Near Hudson Bay. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Aug. 14.—Another 
mystery of the North has been 
solved by the Canadian Mounted 
Police, who radioed today that the 
explorer, 
and his two nephews, had been 
found in a lonely cabin west of 


Hudson Bay, death having appar- 


ently been caused by starvation. 
For two years no word had been 
heard of the explorer and his 


nephews, swallowed up in the si- 


lence of icy wastes. The wireless 
message received here today from 
Staff Sergeant M. A. Joyce of ihe 


Mounted Police at Chesterfield In- 
let said that the bodies were found 
in a cabin on the north bank of 


the Thelon River in the barren 


land west of Hudson Bay. 


Had No Dogs With Them.

HER MOTHER SAYS 


Farewell Note to Her Par- 
ents in His Billfold Indi- 
cates Double Killing Was 
Planned at One Time. 


Rufus Chastain, 45 years old, 
and his 21-year-old bride, Mrs. 
Edith Curtis Chastain, were found 
shot to death last night in a yard 
behind the boiler room at the Hut- 
tig Sash & Door Co., 1206 South 
Vandeventer avenue, where Chas- 
tain was employed as stationary 
fireman, 

Chastain had been shot three 
times around the heart and his 


shirt was powder-burned. His 
wife had been shot once in the 
heart and there were no powder 
marks. A  .38-caliber revolver 
from which four shots had been 
fired lay under Chastain’s left arm. 
Police concluded he had shot his 
wife and then himself. 

Since their marriage last Novem- 
ber, the pair had been living with 
the bride’s parents, Mr. and Mrs 
Commodore Curtis, 11190 South 
Tenth street. They had _ several 
violent quarrels in the last week 
and yesterday afternoon before 
going to work Chastain threat- 
ened to kill his wife, according 
to her parents: 

Pistol From Office Drawer. 

The revolver had been taken 


from an office of the Huttig coin- | 


pany, presumably by Chastain. 
John Hollowood, the night watch- 
man, told police Chastain came in- 
to the office and asked permission 
to.use the telephone. Hollowood 
granted permission and went out 
to make his rounds. When he re- 
turned, a drawer of a desk was 
open and the revolver missing 
from it. 

Going out to investigate, 
watchman came upon the bodies 
of Chastain and Mrs. Chastain in 
the yard behind the boiler room 
where Chastain worked. This was 
shortly before midnight. 

The watchman said he had 
heard no shots and no quarrel. 

In Chastain’s locker at the plant 
police found a note written by his 
wife some time ago in which she 
indicated an intention to end her 
life. Police think it possible she 
contemplated a suicide agreement 
with Chastain.

Passengers Doze in Easy Chairs. 

The line on which we were now 
flying was the Derluft Air Co., 
and is owned jointly by the Cer- 
man Lufthansa and the Russian 
Government. Formerly each plane 
was equipped with berths, but it 
i'was found that berth travel was 
too expensive and so the berths 
were taken out and chairs put in. 
They were really quite comfortable 
'and we dozed easily as the plane 
sped along. 

When I awakened we were be- 
yond Danzig and just over the edge 
'of the sea. Although it was only 
1 a. m., it was already growing 
light. An hour later we arnmved 
over Koenigsberg, an hour ani 45 
minutes ahead of schedule, thanks 
to a smart tail wind. 

The pilot lit flares on the wing 
ends and we landed on the field in 
the glare of a battery of flood- 
lights. The field was large, ievel 
and well drained, and when we 
dismounted \from the plane, we 
found ourselves in a small station, 
where we had breakfast. 

Off at 4;30 a. m. for Riga. 

At 4:30 a. m. we took off again 
in another plane for Riga, flying 
over a rich, green country, well 
watered and apparently very pros- 
perous. The fields looked like our 
own at home. The*country was 
rolling with tree-lined roads lead- 
ing in all directions. 

After an hour's flight the coun- 
try became rougher, with more 
| woods and fewer fields. We got 
into Riga at 6:25 a. m. After a 
| visit to Riga, which was sadly 
| blighted by the war, we took off 
|again at 2:55 p. m. for Reval, 
| where we “sat down,” as the flyers 
| Say at home, at 5:55. 

Following out our flying sched- 
ule, we left Reval again at 1 
| o’clock the next morning. This 

time we rode in a Junkers sea- 
plene. Our cabin mates were a 
German from the Embassy in 

Reval, and a French-speaking

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Why Turn “Pro?” 


NEWS dispatch suggests 
that the omission of Bill Til- 
den’s name from the list of play- 
ers for the East-West series in- 
dicates the attenuated William 
will turn professional. 
There are three reasons why 
Bill will not “turn” anything 
other than he is. They are: 


1. In the eyes of many he al- 
ready is a “pro.” 

2. He has said he would have 
“nothing to do with profession- 
alism.”’ 

3. There is no money in being 
a tennis professional.

As to what Bill already is, 
we must leave that to the exec- 
utive committee to decide. 

As to No. 2, we will let Bill's 
conscience he his guide. 

And concerning the third we 
have a real and logical reason 
why William will remain an 
amateur to the end, or retire. 
As an amateur Bill makes $25.,- 
000 a year out of tennis and 
travels everywhere on “expenses.”’ 
As a professional he might meke 
$5000. 

So leave it to William to re- 


main a simon pure.

ANY persons believe that the 

United States Tennis Asso- 
ciation is going to sock the old 
ax in Tilden’s occipital region. 
Many believe it is a foregone 
conclusion that he will be sepa- 
rated from his sinecure as an 
amateur forever more. 

That, to the writer, seems im- 
probable. Bill’s offense (and 
it’s debatable at that) consists in 
having commented in writing, 
about a tournament in which he 
took part, two or three days be- 
fore the hair-splitting rules of 
the tennis association permitted. 

For such an offense he may be 
declared “ineligible.” But play- 
ers have been ineligible before 


and still survived to live out a 
long and successful amateur 
career. 


It is a pretty good wager that 
if Bill is declared ineligible at 
all, it will be only for a short 
time and that he will be restored 
on good behavior. 

Since today nearly every ama- 
teur worth while is writing about 
tennis and golf, it obvicvsly 
would appear to be picking on 
Bill to bar him forever for a 
mere variation of what everyone 
else is doing.

Prof. Franz Behounek Relates How Nobile 
Changed Mind as to Taking Lieut. 


Along. 


Prof. Franz Behounek, Czecho-, 
Slovakian meteorologist of the 
Italia expedition, yesterday told of 
the preparations for the ill-fated 
dirigible’s departure from Kings 
Bay for the North Pole. Today he 
tells of the actual start, giving also 
a description of how the men were 
dressed and equipped. Since Pre- 
mier Mussolini has imposed silence 
on the seven other survivors of the 
party, Behounek's narrative is the 
first eyewitness account of the 
flight to the Pole and the resultant 
disaster.

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, Aug. | 


13.—Soon after supper I went 
ashore to get ready for the start. 
for I had part of my polar outfit 
in the little house belonging to the 
Kings Bay Coal Co., situated near 
the hangar. The expedition had 
rented two rooms in the house, one 
to install Prof. Pontremoli’s scien- 
tific laboratory, which was 
done, the second to atcommodate 
six Alpine soldiers who were to. 
assist the expedition at Kings 
Bay.

Says Clothing Was SufNcient. 

I am enlarging on those matters 
because they have been of vital im- 
portance for the physical condition 
of the crew. From the description, 
it may be seen how well equipped 
we were, and if Gen. Nobile has 
been accused of having no experi- 
ence in connection with marching 
and camping on pack ice, certain- 
ly he cannot be charged with hav- 
ing equipped us inadequately. 

I went to see the General’s broth- 
er, Prof. Nobile, with whom part 
of the Polar outfit had been de- 
posited, and stayed a little while 
talking with him and Capt. Sora. 
Good Capt. Sora regretted very 
much that Gen. Nobile was not 
taking him along. He wanted so 
much to see the icebergs of Green- 
land and the polar ice, as he was 
much interested in the origin of 
icebergs.from the scientific view- 
point. 

Capt. Sora could not foresee that 
within a short time he would be 
called on to rescue these he cou 
mot accompany now, and that fate 
held in store for him the oppor- 
tunity for one of the most marvel- 
ous deeds of rescue in the annals of 
polar expeditions.

One hour before midnight we

ionly 5 per cent of the cases ter- 
'minate fatally. There ‘s no ef- 
fective treatment once the disease 
has been contracted, and no con- 
trol measures have been devised 
against the ticks whose bites initi- 
ate the attack. 

During the last few months, how- 
ever, the effectiveness of a preven- 
tive serum has been conclusively 
demonstrated. It prevents’ mild |

For this rea- 
son Dr. Martini urged more exact 
study of climatic factor complex- 
es in laying out anti-insect cam- 
paigns.

and dry lines were sharply drawn 
as Ohio voters chese party candi- 
dates in the state’s primary elec- 
tian today. 
With interest centering on the 
Republican gubernatorial and the 
short-term Democratic senatorial 
contests, predictions were that the 
heaviest vote in many years, pos- 
sibly reaching 900,000, would be 
cast. 
The prohibition issue probably 
was most pronounced in the race 
between Senator Cyrus Locher and 
Graham P. Hunt cf Cincinnati for 
the short-term Democratic sena- 
torial nomination. 
Locher, endorsed by the Ohio 
Anti-Saloon League, was expected 
to dray a heavy vote from the 
rural sections, while Hunt, op- 
posed by the league for many 
years, anticipated support from the 
large cities. 

Gubernatorial Fight. 
The Republican gubernatorial 
fight. centering around three of 
the six candidates entered, also was 
dominated by the prohibition ques- 
tion. Myers Y. Cooper, Cincinnati, 
had the full endorsement of the 
Anti-Saloon League. Congressman 
James T. Begg, Sandusky, although 
not endorsed officially by § the 
league, has had unofficial endorse- 
ment of a strong dry facti ' At. 
torney-General Edward C. Tu ner, 
Columbus, opposed the league at 
every turn, alleging it had dom- 
inated state legislation by combin- 
ing with certain public as in- 
terests.

“As with all his deliberate pub- 
lic utterances, the acceptance 
speech of Mr. Hoover will impress 
the public with its. solidity of 
thought. It is the utterance of an 
engineer, a builder, an executive, a 
man who thinks carefully and who 
expresses his thought most natur- 
ally in action rather than in words. 
It disdains, or at any rate lacks, 
rhetorical ornament or those de- | 
vices with which the orator deco- 
rates and enforces his appeal. 

“And yet it is a speech that re- 
veals political good judgment, deal- 
ing tactfully with controversial is- 
sues and offering a minimum sur- 
face to criticism. 

“The statement on prohibition is, 
of course, radically unsatisfactcry 
to the large body of Amer.cans 
which either on grounds of prin- 
ciple or of public expediency or 
both is opposed to prohibition and 
its present method of enforcement. 
Mr. Hoover is doubtless just:fied 
by the limits of his address in not 
discussing the profound issues 
which the eighteenth amendment 
raises, issues of constitutional law, 
issues of political science, ‘ssues 
of moral law. He goes, at least for 
this occasion, perhaps- as far as 
he could be expected in putting 
himself unequivocally upon reccrd 
as opposed to the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, giving it a 
blessing asa “great social and eco- 
nomic experiment.” But in re- 
spect to its enforcement, Mr. Hoo- 
ver is confronted with the fact, | 
first, that the American people, 
contrary to his assertion, do coun- 
tenance nullification, and, second, 
that the logic of his position will 
require of him not only enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment, 
but that of the fourteenth also. 
Nu'lification not cnly is effectuat- 
ed as to the fourteenth amend- 
ment, but also as to section 2 of 
article 1 providing for appoction- 
ment of representation. st is 
worthy also of consideration chat 
nullification of these fundamental 
provisions of our constitutional 
system is not only condoned, but 
enforced by the very elemen‘s of 
the nation which are the most 
vociferous protestants against nul- 
lification of the eighteenth amend- 
meut. This nullification obstructs 
fair reconsideration of prohibition 
and the methods of dry enforce- 
ment. 

“Mr. Hoover’s statement on 
prohibition and its enforcement 
does not reach its basic issues or 
offer much hope of a practicable 
solution of our present deplorable 
predicament. 

“As to farm relief, Hoover's cen- 
tral proposal is that of the Re- 
publican platform—namely: for a 
Federal farm board of represen- 
tative farmers clothed with au- 
thority and resources not only to 
aid farm co-operation and pools | 
and to assist generally in the so- | 
lution of farm problems but 
especially to build up with Fed- | 
eral finance farm owned and farm- 
er controlled stabilization corpora- 
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tions which will protect the farm- 


er from the depressions and de- | 
moralizations of seasonal] gliuts | 
and periodical surpluses. This 
seems to us to. go considerably 
farther than the platform, or, at 
the least, is a most liberal inter- 
pretation of the platform for the 
attainments of the objects sought | 
by organized agriculture opinion. | 
We should expect it to be highly | 
satisfactory and reassuring to all | 
farmer leaders and farmers save | 
a minority of advocates of special | 


schemes.” 1. 


New York Telegram Differs With | 
Hioorer on Dry Issue. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The New 
York Telegram, which with other 
Scripps-Howard publications, took 
its stand early for the nomination 
of Herbert Hoover. in an cditorial 
yesterday disagreed with Hoover's 
position on prohibition, but at the 
sarue time praised him for having 
“lifted the entire question entirely 
out of the zone of fanaticism and 
placed it upon the high plane cf 
comnion sense.” 

“We disagree with Herbert 
Hoover's posifion on prohibition, 
as expressed in his speech of ec- 
ceptance,” the Telegram ecitorial 
reads in part. 

“We bclieve that the cvils at- 
tendant upon prohibition outweigh 
the good, and that modification is 
necded. 

“Last Janwary we indorsed 
Hoover for tbe presidency, and 
since that time we have repeated- 
ly voiced out faith in him.

THE BABY WHO WANTS TO 
SWIM. 


MOTHER writes that she is at 
Ar seashore with her family 

and her 2-year-old baby cries 
to go in the water. She gives him 
salt water baths daily in his bat’ 
tub, but this does not satisfy him. 
and she asks “Would it be safe 
to let him go into the sea water 
and how soon should a child be 
taught to swim?” 

If the mother or some trust- 
worthy person is in the water with 
him there is no reason why a 
healthy 2-year-old child should no; 
go into the water, but under re- 
strictions. Provide qa woolen bath- 
ing suit. Many mothers allow~ 
babies to go into the water and 
play on the beach indefinitely in 
cotton rompers or union suits. In 
many cases no serious results fol- 
low, but these mothers are always 
taking a chance, and it does not 
pay to take a chance on a precious 
life, so see that even the tiniést 
bather is attired in a woolen bath- 
ing suit. 

Let the baby play on the sand 
before you take him in the water 
for a five or ten minute dip, then 
dress him without delay, for it is 
not safe for such a small child 
to play about in a wet bathing 
suit. They easily become chilled 
\ hen the cool breeze strikes them 
and cold or _ digestive troubles 
often result. 

Three times a week is sufficient 
for such a young baby’s sea bath 
to start with. Before he goes in 
for the bath he can wade in the 
water and play along the edge of 
the water with his, rubber ball 
Or aquatic toys, but once the bath- 
ing suit has become wet he must 
not be allowed to continue his ola? 
outside the water. 

Prolonged wading in the water 
on a hot day is not good for even 
the older children. Old Sol beat- 
ing on the head and the simulta- 
neous lapping of the waves about 
the lower extremities is a combi- 
nation that may lead to serious 
results when the weather’ is hot. 

It is a good idea to accustom. tod- 
dlers to the water, but it is cruel 
to force a struggling child into the 
surf. There is nothing gained by 
that. Let such a child play along 
the edge and become acquainted 
with the water. Teach him to be 
friendly with the water, but do 
not drag him in If he is afraid 
and do not duck him under the 
erroneous supposition that this will

. Prohibitionist Poor Third.

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 15.—Two 
Myers Y. Cooper, Repub- 
and Congressman Martin L. 
Davey, Democrat, on the face of 
mcomplete returns from yester- 
May's Ohio primary election, will 
eontend for the governorship of 
this State in November. Both had 
the support of the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

Cooper and Davey were leading 
in the gubernatorial race, Cooper 
by a slight margin on unofficial re- 
turns from all but 35 of the $735 
precincts in the State. He led Con- 
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ressman Begg of Sandusky, his 
‘closest rival, by 5589 votes. The 
vote was: Cooper, 259,258; Begg, 
253,669. Edward C. Turner, wet 
trailed hopelessly third in the Re- 
publican governorship race. Begs 
is a@ dry but was not supported by 


the Anti-Saloon League. 

In the2 Democratic race Davey 
led his nearest opponent, Peter 
Witt, liberal, by nearly 26,000. The 
yote in this race showed: Davey, 
79,319 and Witt, 53,004. Earl 
Bloom, another dry, was trailing 
Witt by nearly 20,000 votes. 

The dry league's selections for 
the remainder of the Democratic 
State ticket were running far be- 
hind candidates who were not on 
its preferred list.
